— Tlu* Offi<vrs’ Army 
Sorvif«* <'u|j, «»uo of the events of the nieiiig seas<ni 
here. ))i‘oiiiis4‘s to prove an attraetiou far from tlk* 
ordinary, ami President Wilson and his ass«K*iates are 
going to make an effort, not alone to have the raee a 
suceess that will jjlease the patrons of the Saratoga 
Assm*iation. hut to entertain the army folk that eoine 
on for the raee in a manner that will leave pleasant 
memories. Sev»*rai weeks ag»» when the nice was 
first |»ro|>osed there was s<jme doubt as to thos<‘ in 
**harge ladng able to get material i'liough at this 
season of tin* year, wlien maneuver.s are under way, 
ami the otli<*«*rs are seatten*d fixjin tlieir several 
|)osts, hut tlie War D«*partmeut to<ik up the idea with 
hearty aen*rd ami has la*eu most energetic, not 
alone in its approval, but in its actual work to 
make the race* a sucec‘ss. 

(len. Leonard W<»od. chief of staff, ami the active 
head of the army, gave his ]>ersonal ai>proval and 
issued orders from headquarters grunting leave to 
thos«* desiring to participate and detailing troopers 
of the servici* to accompany tlie mittits. (hm. Clar- 
ence Edwanls. in charge of the Departimuit of In- 
sular Affairs, has s<‘iit his congratulations from the 
Philippines, wln're he is now stationed, and eu- 
strnet<*d his friends and aids in Washington to 
further all efforts to bring alamt these military 
races. tieueral Carter lias lK*en aimlher earnest 
worker for the ev*‘iit, and with tJeneral W«mk 1 and 
Ctm. Fred D. Crant, who is in charge of the Depart- 
ment of the East, has la-en invited to act as a stew- 
ard with the rt*gular oliiciuls during the running of 
the ra«'»*. 

Entries closed Siiturday. and when the late nomi- 
nations are all in they will numlK'r at least a dozen, 
of whk'ii probably ten will Im* seen at the jmst. 

Of this lot four will carry the hop<>s of the TeuUi 
Cavalry, which is stationed at Fort Ethan Allen.

When tYiptain Paxton’s troop canit' through 
Saratoga alsnit two wtH'ks ag«» on their march to the 
school of instruction at Pine Bluff, X. Y., the mares 
were left here in charge of Henry Graven, and since 
joining his stable they have shown great impcove- 
iiient, <»ne of them, '.Martha Jane, displaying her old- 
linn* speed. The other two from the Tenth Gavalry 
€»re the proiHTty of Liei^t. W. J. Sc-ott and are also 
in trainer Craven's nire. 

('apt. E. B. Cassatt’s trainer, J. Simon Healey, is 
looking after two of the bidd<*rs for the priz(* that 
liatre i*ome from Fort Riley, Kan. Captain Cassatt 
lias always Iwen an earnest w’orker for the encourage- 
ment of military ra<*es; in fact, was ri'SiKmsible for 
the first <*ne run two years ago at Ih'uning. Maj. 
William Roberts has br<»ught Seipience from Fort 
TIunnas. Ky. He will come «ui to ride her himself. 
The mare is here in the care of Robert Rites of Bal- 
tinnm*. 

E<1 Peters is bsiking after several that were 
sliip|M*d from the Washington barracks, which is the 
quarters just now of a squad of the Cories of En- 
gine«*rs. .\mong this lot is .MatalKUi, an aged geld- 
ing by I.ani)dlghter — Ladr Prim. This hors<* won the 
ariiiy race run last spring at the meetiJM; of tin* 
Maryland rniti*«l Hunt.s. His owner, Lh'ut. C, K. 
Koekw**ll. has obtaiiu*d leave to conn* <mi and try 
to earr.v off tin* priz«* that is to la* awarded the 
rider of the winner, as well as the gold cup that Is 
to la* ln*ld for one year by the Insqi. regiment or 
<*orps of the winning hor.st*. Tin* others that will 
parli<*ii)ate are the best that can la* found in the 
service ainl a gm>d contest may la* looked for. 

Saturday’s raee is one of a series that has lH*»*n 
arranged for this fall by the Hunts Committei*. 
Among those to Vtune are tw<» steepb*chases, one of 
which will Ik* run at the fall meeting of (lie Fniteil 
Hunts of .Varyland at Pimlico on Septemls*r o and 
the other at Belmont Park terminal on NovemlK*r 12,

An extremely honest and true-running horse, Hanbridge, is second 
to King James, but it would require the winning of a rich stake to enable him to threaten the imsitiou of 
the- latter. Unlm-kllv his owner overhKikoil the Saratoga mwting and tills giMsl mie has no stake engage- 
ments there. Besides owning the first horse in the list of winning flve-year-idds S. C. Hildreth furnishes 
th“ third in the Commando gelding. Restigouche, u very fast horse when feeling on gotnl terms witli him- 
self and his surroundings, but a mooily one ami not at all times to be depended ujMur to run to the height 
el his form. The three named are all that had warn $5.<KX) or more up to August 1. Others that have 
rendered good service to their owners are Pinkida. Ardri. Beaueoup. Keep Moving. Stanley Fay. Coliurt and 
Sir John .Tohnson.

JT is an event that, in its early years, was a dash of a mile 
and a half for threc-yeiar-blds, ami in Us first hihnfng' was won by the famous Luke Blackburn, his t*qually 
noud stahlemute. Ilimloo, proving sueet*ssful the following year. After having lM*t*n cut out of tlie Sara- 
t<‘K« pfUKTHlh it was reviv«*d as a race for two-y»*ar-olds undm* the Whitney regime. Lust year it fell to 
(ii\i.*'im*re at a value much r«*duceil from that of preceding y<*ars, but it has again been, W'stoied to some- 
tli’ng like its old imimrtauce and W’ill net the winner over $8,009. The record of the race is:

FOLLIE LEVY DISQUALIFIED AFTER FINISH- 
ING FIRST IN THE SENECA STAKES. 

Race Is Awarded to Mexoana, with Which Odom 
Filly Had Interfered — Owner Odom Loses 

Trance by Claiming Process. i 



Saratoga, N. Y"., August 0. — George Oiloni had 
more than his share of misfortune in th«* running 
of the Saratoga Association’s program this after- 
noon. After his filly, Follie Levy, had won the 
Seneca Stakes, she w'as disipialified and first place 
was awardeil to Richard T. Wilson. Jr.’s Mexoaua. 
which finished second, while after Trance was 
beaten' by Intrinsic in the oix-iiliig dash, slie was 
claimed for $l..'129 by J. R. Wainwriglit. who 
started Royal Captive in the race. It was an ideal 
day for racing. The midsummer sun was screened 
l»y fleecy clouiis all aftermxm and there was hi-eeze 
enough at the course io uiake the temperature de- 
lightful. The Seneca, lx*iiig with selling coiidltious. 

(lid not attraet particularly, hut there were idher 
excellent races down for decisiou ami the showing 
of soini* uew two-year-olds made the racing of spe^ 
eial interest. 

The disqualilieation of Follie Levy in the Seneca 
w'us not the result of a claim of foul, hiit was done 
by the stewards on their own initiative. Fidlle 
Levy carried Mexoaua wide at the head of the 
stretch and later in the rniinlng she crossed over 
and serlouslj' imp(‘d(*d Ben laiyal. wliich was making 
his run along the inner rail. IIeriM*s had lx*en the 
early pacemaker and at the head of the stretch it 
was evident that the finish would lie a close one. 
Follie L(*vy. Mexoana ami Ben laiyal were scarcely 
heads apart at tlie furh>ng laist and it was only the 
rough riding of Thomas on tlie Odom filly tluit got 
her home first. Though Follie Levy was a wi'JI- 
baeked favorite, the di.stpialifieatiou was heartily 
applauded, it being recognized that hut for the 
interference she w'oiild probably have been beaten 
by hotli .M6.\oana and Ben Loyal.
